TOOTHSOME DAINTIES. 


Pome of these dishes may be a little 
to** much work for every day, but w ill 
be found very satisfactory for occa­ 
sions : 
Chestnut Salad. 
Conk one pound of Italian chest­ 
nuts, shelled and blanche*!, In chicken 
or veal broth seasoned with vege­ 
tables. 
When tender, let cool and cut 
In shreds. Cut toronto Jelly Into cubes 
or other shapes, shred half a green 
lapper, cut a hunch of lettuce or en­ 
dive Into shreds. 
Wash and dry the 
hearts of two heads of lettuce. 
Ar 
range the lettuce on salad* plates, 
sprinkle with the shredded foods, arni 
! set a tomato cube above. 
Pour over 
two tablespoonfuls of dressing and 
serve at once. 
To prepare the jelly: 
Soak one-fourth of a package of gela­ 
tin In ono-fotirth of a cupful of cold 
water. 
Place over the heat two cup­ 
fuls and a half of tomato, thro* 
branches of parsley, half a dozen cel­ 
ery tips, one-fourth of a bay leaf, half 
an onion with two cloves thrust Into 
It, half a teaspoonful of salt, paprika 
or a piece- 
chill pepper, a table­ 
spoonful of dried mushrooms.

HE world baa concede# the genius 
of Wright and Curtiss, but only 
aa Individuals. In really our national 
aeronautic prowess runs back sixty 
years and more. 
When we contemplate the $ I .OOO,* 
(Mg),(MIO which has been suggested for 
the next aviation budget, and the plan 
of building 50,000 machines lo one year 
It la a little difficult to understand the 
government’* former attitude. 
The “balloon Idea” was brought to 
Washington 
In 
1801 
by 
Professor 
Low**. Ile was a young Inventor who 
started us making artificial Ice. Ile, 
died only four years ago after a long 
life which was calculated to spite his 
enemies In the capitol. They had cali­ 
l i blin a lunatic when he proposed to 
fly ever the Confederate lines and 
bring back Information. 
There was a rumor that the hostile 
army was about to attack. 
Young 
Lowe’s balloon was used as a last n*- 
sort. He ascended about 3.000 feet, 
drifted over the enemy batteries, and 
returned with what proved to be 
straight dope that Johnny Red had no 
Intention of starting anything. 
This exploit was such a feather iii 
liOwe’s bonnet that bls pay was In­ 
creased to $10 a day. Which ruined 
him. For, though he made subsequent 
flights—or drifts, the “gross Indecency 
of paying a common Prof. such a sum 
when men were dying for less." cre­ 
ated a near-riot. A# a compromise it 
was reduced to $6. But his retirement 
soon followed. Sic semper the “cit." . 
Tile Union army then made Ifs own 
“aerostats,” as they were called. Reg­ 
ular reconnaissance work was carried 
out, but as the balloon was always 
••aptlve the zone of Inquiry was very 
narrow. Foreigners came over to In* 
\eatlgnte the wild rumors which had 
become rife In Europe. 
The technique of this early aviation 
corps was very crude. Their gas hags | 
were of rough cotton goods, oiled, and 
doubled-spllced at the seams. Inflation 
huh achieved by means of hot air from 
a plue-knot lire. A heavy rope anchor­ 
ed the balloon. Several times tills got 
foul of the operators on th** ground 
and find to be cut.

ed when and where he could. Usually i 
he drowned or els** ate his supper lu 
a Confederate prison camp.
